The negative again 
and again emphasized these impor- 
tant questions, and it was the inabil- 
ity of , the affirmative to furnish ans- 
wers sufficiently convincing to two 
of the judges that gave the victory 
to Cornell. Mr. Wichelns maintained 
that low wages were due to the fact 
thgt women on the whole were un- 
trained and unskilled workers. 
“Women get low wages because they 
are Incompetent,” he said. “They 
are paid just as much as they are 
worth.” 

Mr. Webster continued the argu- 
ment of the affirmative. He showed 
how minimum wage legislation would 
benefit the employe, the employer,

Gen. Maxwell Woodhull urged that 
the citizens of Washington be called 
upon to contribute to a fund for the 
erection of a chemical laboratory 
building. 

Dean Charles Noble Gregory of the 
law school congratulated the univers- 
ity on its growth and also spoke of 
the need of new buildings. 

Admiral Charles Stockton, president 
of the university, spoke on a number 
of matters pertaining to the institu- 
tion. He declared that a well paid 
teaching staff Was more important 
than bricks and mortar. s * ^ 

He spoke highly of the work being 
done by the Columbian Women, an- 
other graduate organization, and ex- 
pressed the belief that if all the grad- 
uate organizations of the university 
could unite for one large banquet 
about once every three years, it would 
prove beneficial. ^ , 

J. Holds worth Gordon, retiring 
president of the association, said the 
law school of the university had a 
record Of which it might be proud, 
inasmuch as in the last seven or 
eight years not a single person who 
had taken the bar examination from 
George Washington had failed, while 
the total number of those who failed 
in the examination was 50 per cent. 

Dr. A. F. A. King also spoke. j 
T he report of the secretary, Dean 
H. L. Hodgkins, of the engineering 
department, showed much activity. 

He announced that an alumni direc- 
tory was being prepared and probably 
would be published in June.
